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As we go into the last year of this century and get 
ready for the next millennium. Where are we? What 
have we accomplished and where are we going? Well 
as of this year we have managed to have more young 
people in jail than we have in colleges across the na- 
tion. We have more mothers raising children without 
a husband or father than any other race on earth. We 
have taken over the field of professional sports and 
can tell you all about Michael Jordan, but no one can 
tell me who the first black professor to teach at 
Harvard was. In the 1990s we’ve managed to turn 
our priorities all around. We went from a caring 
peace loving people to a “me first,” “damn everybody 
else,” “kick butt” and “take names society”. That’s 
why so many of us are in jail, we do not respect the 
rules or each those petty arguments that used to be 
solved with our fists — are now solved with a gun. 
This century saw America come from the time table 
to the calculator, to the mighty computer. Most of us 
missed the transition. But “The Shadow” has faith 
that the next generation will turn it all around and 
we will get tired of killing and hurting each other and 
the new “in” thing will be peace and love for each 
other and speaking of love, that guy with all that gold 
and the hip clothes and the new beamer tells you he 
loves you and you know you are the finest thing on 
myrtle ave. In Irvington, don’t think he means it and 
you are the only one. He tells all of his “ladies” the 
same thing and he is not ready for marriage yet, in 
fact he isn’t even ready for manhood yet.. The only 
“hood” he’s ready for is the one he lives in .... Can 
someone tell me why would a cashier or some one 
who uses equipment would want to have nails that 
look like bird claws? I saw a woman trying to pick up 
a quarter off the floor that she dropped and it took 
about ten minutes to pick it up. Those nails have to 
be a handicap to any one who has them and when one 
of them falls off it looks like a deformed eagle... Why 
does J. B. from Vailburg have to always put his hands 
on other peoples’ women? He can’t seem to keep his 
hands to himself. One day he will be pulling on the 
wrong man’s woman and he will end up getting his 
face rearranged... I do hope that the young brothers 
get the message that hanging on the street corners is 
not the smartest thing to do, I know its fun for now, 
but what about the future?

It’s too late then to wish you were back in 
school. I see so many young people 12 and 13 yrs. old 
wasting precious time out in the street during school 
hours. If only they could look into the future and see 
what’s ahead. Nobody is going to help you but your- 
self. And you should learn to use books instead of 


drugs and guns, then we just might see a “master
